On a request from Superin¬ 
tendent of Public Instruction 
Fuqua, Attorney General Hayes 
rendered au official opinion con¬ 
struing subsections 5 and 6 of 
; Section 4,370, Kentucky Statutes 
in which he holds that the coim 
uion school system is entitud to 
53 99 of the whole Slate tax, and ; 
that tbe common school fund is 
enlilled to have its proportion of 
the funds derived irom the in¬ 
surance department set aside to 
this department, 

He holds that for the year end¬ 
ing June, 1901, there should 
have been placed to the credit of 
theschool fund $95,000, this be 
ing its proportionate part of the 
$215,000 turned into tbe treasury 
from this source. He estimates 
that between $110,000 and $115, - 
000 will be due this fund from 
the money turned into tbe treas- 
ary June 1905. 

He further holds that the 
school fund is entitled to the 
proportionate part of the funds 
turned into the treasury since 
the law has been in force since 
1890, which will amount to about; 
$500,000. 

Heretofore the fund* from the! 
insurance department have been 
covered into tbe treasury and 
none of them devoted to the * 
school fund.

Exercise 
cause* a similar change, and If of the 
right sort and not too I mg eon tinned 
the eirrulntlon and breathing are 
quickened, and the result Is good. 

In severe exercise, such as long con¬ 
tinued speed trials, the quickened 
breathing can no longer wipe with Its 
tusk, so carbonic acid accumulate* 
faster than tbu heart and tbe lung* 
cau deal with It. and breathlessness re¬
